The indictment charges that 
King’s gross income for 1921 was 
more than $196,549 and that his

Appoints Carmi Thompson

HE WILL.SAIL F OR

Step Believed to Have Ap- 
proval of Gen. Wood 
Who Has Had Support of 
Administration.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Carmli 
A. Thompson of Ohio was appoint- 
ed by President Coolidge today as 
a special commissioner to sSupvey 
economie and internal conditions in 
the Philippines. 

“The decision of the President 
to take this step,’”’ a White House 
announcement sald, “follows the 
increased interest in Congress re- 
cently in regard to the Philippine 
Islands. 

“Moreover, the President feels 
that an intensive study of the pos- 
sibilities of the insular possessions 
may lead to increased Aevelopment 
of their natural resources and 
that such a etudy will be of great 
benefit and importance not only to 
the United States, but to the Fill- 
pinos as well, 

“It ts his desire to obtain fur- 
ther information gathered by a 
man in whom he has confidence 
and whose practical experience will 
enable him to give the President 
a comprehensive and accurate re- 


port.” 
The White House announcement 
described Thompson as a close 


friend of Governor-General Wood 
of the islands, but made no men- 
tion of the differences which have 
arisen between the Governor-Gen- 
eral and the Philippine independ- 
ence group here. 

Thompson is expected to sail 
for the islands early in June. He 
has been In conference with Presi- 
dent Coolidge this week. 

The commissioner is president of 
the Spanish War Veteranr’. Asso- 
clation and is prominent ii Ohto 
politics where he was Republican 
candidate for Governor eainst 
Gov. Donahey four years &.v. He 
was secretary to President Taft 
and also served as Assistant Secre- 
tary of Interior and as Treasurer 
of the United States. | 

Thompson has conftrred with 
Secretary of War Davis twice this 
week, but Davis said today he had 
not the “haziest’” idea about the 
appointment. Philippine affairs 
are directly under the War Depart- 
ment. 

t was indicated in White House 
circles, that the commissioner was 
going to the islands with knowl- 
edge and approval of Gen. Wood 
and that his mission carriec no 
significance beyond that contained 
in the announcement. The ad- 
ministration has repeatedly an- 
nounced its full support of the 
Governor- General.

They Reach Point Barrow, Alaska, 

From Fairbanks.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska,, April 2.— 
Capt. George Hubert Wilkins and 
Lieut. Carl Benjamin Eielson, who 
left here Wednesday in an airplane 
for Point Barrow, Alaska, have ar- 
rived at their destination. 

A radio message from Barrow, 
500 miles away over the top of-the 
Brooks Range, received here, in- 
dicated that the adventurers ar- 
rived at Barrow 4% hours after 
their departure from Fairbanks. 
Only small radio sets are at Bar- 
row, and reception here was poor. 
The message was received last 
night, but appeared to have been 
written the day before. ,It said the 
explorers, who are preparing for 
an aerial expedition over the Arc- 
tic Ocean, “arrived safe Barrow 
noon.”

Romance With Jacques B. Of- 
fenbach Began at St. Cloud 
in 1921.

PARIS. April z.—Suzanne Leng- 


len is engaged to be married ‘io 
Jacques Brindejones Offenbacn, 
poet and writer and grandson of 
Jacques Offenbach, the famous 
composer of the “Tales of Hoff- 
man,” it was learned today. 

The temperamental queen of the 
courts chose her intended husban14 
outside the ranks of tennis players, 
but M. Offenbach is considered one 
of the most delightful poets of the 
younger generation of French let- 
ters. 

In spite of official denials, Mlle. 
Lenglen is known during the last 
five years to have frowned upon 
the proposals of Dukes, Counts, 
Earis and American millionaires. 

This engagement ig hailed as a 
real love match. Suzanne will be 
27 years old May 24, while M. Of- 
fenbach is 36. 

M. Offenbach, unable to wield ‘a 
racquet and seldom seen about th- 
tennis courts, became smitten with 
Mile. Lenglen during the hard 
court tournaments at St. Cloud in 


1921, in which the Frrench cham- 
pion defeated Mrs. Molina Mallory. 

During the intervening time, 
while reporte sf Mile. Lenglen’'s 
engagement succeeded one another, 
the poet kept well in the back- 
ground. Recently he and his wife 
were divorced by mutual consent. 

The announcement of the  be- 
trothal today came as a great sur- 
prise to Paris. M. Offenbach has 
been accepted by the Lenglen fam. 
ily, but it has not been decided 
whether the wedding will take 


place before the Wimbledon tour-, 


nament this summer or after. 


Jacques Offenbach, originator of 
opera-bouffe, was born of Hebrew 
parents at Cologne in June 21, 
1819 and d'‘ed at Paris, Oct. 5. 
1880. The work which he consid- 
ered his masterpiece, and which 
still holds the boards in all opera 
houses, was “Les Contes d’Hoff- 
mann,” which was produced at the 
Opera Comique a year after the 
composer's death.

“His counsel havo every confi- 
dence that in the Senate, sitting as 
a caurt.of impeachment, Judge 
English will receive a fair and im- 
partial trial at the hands of men 
of high. ‘character and ability, 
whose only consideration will be 
the law and the evidence. With 
that kind of a trial before such a 
tribunal we have no fear as to the 
result.’’ 

Judge English, a Democrat, has 
served on the Federal bench: since 
May 9, 1918, when he was appoint- 
ed by President Wileon. Union la- 
bor leaders in Southern Illinois 
and Samuel Gompers, late head of 
the American’ Federation of Labor, 
were foremost in promoting his ap- 
pointment. The appointment grew 
out of a deadlock over the pro- 
posed nomination of another man. 

The. Eastern Illinols. Judicial 
District, in which Judge English is 
the senior jurist and Judge Walter 
Lindley the junior jurist, comprises 
45 counties, extending as far 
north as Kankakee County, as far 
east as the Indiana line and south 
to the Ohio River. Judge English 
holds court at East St. Louis and 
Cairo, and Judge Lindley at Dan- 
ville. 

Judge English was born at Vien- 
na, IL, and is 59 yéars old. He was 
a school teacher, Deputy Sheriff 
and lawyer in Johnson County, and 
later was a member of the Illinois 
Legislature. At the time of his ap- 
pointment to the bench he was 
serving as attorney in the Income 
Tax Bureau at Washinton. 


COL. MITCHELL'S $1027 LAUGH 
AT EXPENSE OF AIR SERVICE 


He Flew 37 Times in One Day 
After Release From Arrest 
to Get Extra Pay. 
Ry the Associated Prees. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—WIll- 
liam Mitchell belleves he had the 
last laugh in his set-to with the 
army air service which resulted 
in his courtmartial and resigna- 
tion. 

Just before he resigned as Col- 
onel, Mitchell slipped over to 
Bolliing Field; made 37 flights in 
one day, and collected extra fiying 
pay covering the three months he 
was under arrest. Comptroller- 
General McCaril has put his O. K. 
on the payment. 

Mitchell had put In the necessary 
fiying time to November, but 
when released\. from courtmartia! 
restraint, he found it necessary to 
make 30 flights to make up for 
lost time. For good measure he 
made it 27, all on Jan. 16. 

McCarl ruled that Mitchell 
should be treated in the game 
manner as an officer prevented 
from doing duty: by illness. The

SAVINGS OF FORMER 
BACHELOR FARMER 


Nephew in Sparta, Ill., and 
Woman in Old Country 
Contest for Property of 
Neal McIntyre. 


A sealed package held for safe- 
keeping in the vault of the State 
National Bank, containing $18,150 
in Liberty Bonds and $11,383 in 
certificates of deposit, is being 


contested for by a man at Sparta, 
Tll., and a woman in Ireland, 
through courts here and at Ches- 
ter, Ill. It is the accumulated sav- 
ings of a Civil War veteran, who 


was born and died in Ireland. 

Circumstances became known 
with the filing of an answer in 
Probate Court here by the State 
National Bank, to interrogatories, 
or formal questions, propounded 
by Public Administrator Hampe: 
in an effort to get the package for 
the woman. 

Neal McIntyre, a thrifty bache- 
lor farmer, resided for years near 
Sparta. His service as a Union 
soldier in the Civil War gained him 
a pension. Ireland called him back 
intermittently from 1886 until 1898 
when he removed there perma- 
nently. He died Dec. 18, 1921, at 
Galgorm Parks, Ballymena. 

Assigned Secttritics to Brother. 

In 1914 he executed an assign- 


ment, turning his securities over 
to his brother, Samuel McIntyre of 


Sparta, to become the brother's 
own property upon his death, “in 
consideration of the many services 
rendered to me and in my behalf.” 
In the meantime, Neal McIntyre 
lived on the income from his se- 
curities and his pension. In his 
will he left to his housekeeper, 
Margaret McCluney, his household 
effects and account in the Belfast 
Bank. 

Samuel McIntyre died about June 
1, 1924, bequeathing his entire es- 
tate to a son, Henry, of Sparta. 
Shortly before he died Samuel gave

IN VOTE ON IMPEACHMENT 


Missouri Delegation of Nine Democrats and 
Seven Republicans Favored Trial— 
Illinoisans Divided. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

WASHINGTON, April 2.—An- 
alysis of the votes for impeach- 
ment of Federal Judge English of 
East St. Louis and for the motion 
to recommit the resolution to the 
Judiciary Committee reveals an al- 
most complete obliteration of party 
lines. 

The Missouri delegation of 16 
members, composed of nine Dem- 
ocrats and seven Republicans, vot- 
ed solidly for impeachment and 


‘against the motion to recommit. 


The Illinois vote was divided, 
but not on party lines. Of the 27 
members nine voted for impeach- 
ment, seven voted against, six did 
not vote, two answered present, 
two were paired for impeachment 
and one was paired against. 

Thus 11 were for inpeachment, 
eight were against and eight were 
not recorded either way. Repre- 
sentative Ed M. Irwin of East ‘St. 
Louis (Rep.) .was paired for im- 
peachment. He was not in Wash- 
ington yesterday but by his pair 
he recorded his opposition to Judge 
English. Representative E. BEB. 
Denison (Rep.) voted present. He 
stated that he was for impeach- 
ment but had refrained from vot- 
ing because he had been mentioned 
as Judge English’s successor. 

The Illinoisans voting for im- 
peachment were Madden, Morton, 
D. Hull, W. E. Hull, Chindblom, 
Fuller, Adkins, Wheeler, all Re- 
publicans, and Sabath, Kunz, both 
Democrats. 

Those voting against impeach- 
ment were Reid, Allen, King, Hol- 
oday, Yates, Republicans, and Rai- 
ney and Arnold, Democrats. Wil- 
liams and Denison answered pres- 
ent. Sproul, Britten, Johnson, 
Funk, Rathbone, Republicans, and 
Doyle, Democrat, were recorded as 
not -voting. Gorman, Republican, 
was paired for impeachment with 
Michaelson, Republican, against.

Liner Made 29 Knots an Hour in 
Racing to Sinking Freighter.

John C. Pritchard, provisionally 
promoted from Water Commis- 
sioner to Director, said today that 
he would appoint Heath to the po- 
sition of superintendent, which 
Heath held until Wall discharged 
him. Director Pritchard said he 
did not know who would be ap- 
pointed to the position of chief 
electrical engineer of the depart- 
ment, made vacant by the resig- 
nation of Ralf Toensfeldt yester- 
day. 

The position of superintendent 
of construction pays $3600 a year 
and that of chief electrical engi- 
neer $4200. 

Agreement With Pritchard. 

Mayor Miller intended, upon re- 
moving Wall, to name Water 
Commissioner Pritchard as _ tem- 
porary head of the Utilities De- 
partment. But the City Counselor 
yesterday advised him that the 
charter di@ mot provide for ap- 
pointment of an acting or tem- 
porary director. So Pritchard was 
named for the unexpired portion 
of Wall’s term, which ends May 
1, 1929. The Mayor’s understand- 
ing with Pritchard, as explained by 
Pritchard today, is that if the 
Mayor decides on an appointment 
to the directorship, Pritchard shall 
resign and resume the position of 
Water Commissioner.

BROWNING'S ACTIVITIES 
UNDER INVESTIGATION 


Children’s Society to Inquire 
Into Friendship With Girl 
and Origin Sorority. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 2.—The 
Children's Society is investigating 
the Phi Lambda Tau Sorority, said 
to have been founded by Edward 
Ww. Browning, wealthy real estate 
promoter, and his activities with 
Frances Heenan, 15-year-old girl, 
whe, Browning made known, was 


attacked Saturday in her home at 
625 West 169th street, and her faco 
and neck burned with acid.

‘The sorority sald to have 
been formed by Browning also will 
be checked up. I talked with Mrs. 
Heenan and her daughter and I 
learned that Frances talked a 
great deal about Browning before 
she met him. When the Mary . 
Louise Spas story was prominent 
in the newspapers the girl showed 
great interest. Then when she met 
Browning. at a dance recently she 
called her mother on the telephone 
at 2 o’clock in the morning to tell 


her about it.’’

Pisarra said Mrs. Heeman ‘told 
him Browning called her daughter 
10 days later and invited her to 
have dinner and go to the theater 
with him. Later, he said, Brown-

Scientists of Bureau of Stand- 
ards Making Tests in Room 
35 Feet Underground.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The 
earth, which has been tipping the 
scientific scales for many years at 
around six thousand million mil- 
lion million tons—six followed by 
21 ciphers—is having its weight

The recent adoption by large oil 
companies of the instrument 
known as the torsién balance for 
finding oil deposits has brought to 
light the progress being made here 
in experiments, with the same in- 
strument to weigh the entire earth. 

For three years Dr, Paul R. Hey! 
has been carrying on the test in a 
«small room 35 fect underground at 
the Bureau of Standards. He has, 
on some occasions, held himself in 
one position there for more than 
nine hours at a time, so as not to 
Yaturb his delicate instruments. 
His subsurface retreat was chosen 
to avoia interference by surface 
forces, 

One Test Completed. 

Thus far, only one of three sets 
of observations has been completed 
The second Dr. Hey! expects to fin- 
ish by June, while the third will 
take another six months. Since 
mathematical computations are far 
behind the observations, it proba- 
bly will be a year after the third 
observation is finished before a 
final figure is reached. 

The weight of the earth is looked 
upon by Dr. Heyl as only a side is 
sue in his experiment. For 30 
the law of gravitation had not been 
investigated, and what he mainly 
is seeking is another decimal for 
the 6.66 Newtonian constant, a nu- 
merical quantity-used in determin- 
ing the force of attraction between 
two given bodies. 

When this figure, which has 
been tentatively found now to be 
6.658. and others, are discovered 
with a greater degree of precision, 
a mathematical computation is ex- 
pected by the scientist to reveal 
‘this long-hidden secret the 
earth.

| Associate City Counselor Dolan, 
| conducting the inquiry, quoted Wil- 
| Son as saying in reply to questions 
=i that the Mercantile Investment Co. 
was formed by the trust c@mpany 
to equalize payment of capital 
stock tax. Today officials of the 
| St. Louis Union Trust Co. will be 
fi questioned about the St. Louis 
’ | Union Investment Co.,-a $2,000,- 
{000 subsidiary. 
Tax Free Under New Ownership. 
As Dolan explained the question 
involved, the capital stock of banks 
and trust companies is taxable un- 
der State law even though the se- 
curities held in payment of the 
stock are tax free. To avoid ex- 
| cessive payments some trust com- 
| panies formed investment company 
| subsidiaries, and transferred their 
| securities, such as Government and 
| drainage bonds, to the new com-

The com- 
pany agreed to build a $60,000 
courthouse for the county at any 
other place in the county that 
might be designated. 

Two State highways, Nos. 5 and 
15, intersect at Linn Creek. They 
would be far under the water. The 
company agreed to build a road- 
way over the dam of sufficient 
width to accommodate the two 
highways. The State Highway 
Commission has under considera- 
tion the rerouting of the two high- 
wevys, if the dam is built, to carry 
them over it. ; 


Will Have Resort Sites. 


Surveys of the valley demonstrat- 
ed that 53,375 acres of land would 
be covered by the water, about 
18.000 acres being rich bottom land 
under cultivation. The remainder 
is hill land of little value. In ne- 
rotiations for the land it developed 
that the company would be re- 
quired to acquire an acreage con- 
siderably in excess of that which 
would be flooded, as few land- 
owners were willing to dispose of 
only’ a part of their holdings. 

Thus when the project is com- 
pleted the company will have on 
its hands land along almost the 
total shore line of the lake.

PRESIDENT OPPOSES 
CONFERENCE ON COURT 


Prefers. Direct Negotiations 
With 48 Nations Over 
Senate Reservations. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge , opposes American 
participation in the proposed con- 
ference at Geneva on the Senate 
World Court reservations. 

The view of the President, as 
outlined today at the White House, 
indicates that the League of Na- 
tions’ invitation to the conference 
will be rejected. 

He is said to favor, as does Sec- 
retary Kellogg, negotiation by di- 
rect correspondence with each of 
the 48 World Court signatories to 
ascertain whether the Senate res- 
ervations are acceptable, instead 
of having the question § threshed 
out at a round-table conference. 

The invitation arrived by cable 
almost simultaneously with advices 
from Geneva of the circular sent 
out by the.League advising the 48 
signatories to the World Court pr>- 
tocol to indicate opposition to f.e 
procedure approved by the Senate. 

The circular was viewed by 
Chairman Borah of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee as 
an attempt to draw the Unitec 
States into direct negotiations with 
the League. 

Letters advising the signatory 
Governments of the conditions im- 
posed by the Senate were sent out 
by the State Department some time 
ago. One unqualified acceptance 
from Cuba has been received, and 
none of the nations addressed has 
indicated any objection. 

Regardless of the League’s invi- 
tations the correspondence be- 
tween Washington and the protocol 
capitals will be continued to deter- 
mine whether the reservations are 
acceptable.

Bellefontaine Farms, city correc- 
tional school for boys, “in ‘the 
main” is properly and efficiently 
operated and “generally speaking” 
the boys are well treated and as 
contented as can reasonably be 
expected in an institution of its 
character. Instances of brutal- 
ity, found to have occurred ,are 
comparatively few. 

This, in ‘effect, is the fincing of 
the grand jury in its investigation 
of the Farms, made at the instruc- 
tion of Circuit Judge Frey, to 
whom the jury reported today. 

The jury satisfied itself that 
there have been instances of mis- 
treatment by some of the “house 
parents,” but that the mistreat- 
ment was without the knowledge 
of the Board of Children’s Guar- 


dians and of the superintendent, 
whose administration is praised. 
Rubber Hose Used. 

After questioning about 15 boys, 
formerly at the school, the jury 
concluded that some of them had 
been struck in the face and about 
the body with the fist and open 
hand. had been kicked and had 
been struck with a strap or rubber 
hose for minor offenses. The de- 
nial of a “house father,” Haeckle, 
is recorded, but the jury finds that 
the “testimony that he did so. on 
numerous occasions was suffictent- 
ly credible to be convincing.” 

Upon this phase, the jury com- 
ments: “A grown man or woman, 
simply because they are stronger 
and circumstances have placed 
them in a position of power, who 
abuses that power, especially to- 
ward a child, is a cowardly brute 
for whom society must have the 
utmost contempt. It is apparent 
that some of the ‘house parents’ 
now at the farm are not fitted eith- 
er temperamentally or by experi- 
ence for the positions they oc- 
cupy.” ; 

Whipping for running away or 
smoking is upheld by the report. 
It is declared that such whippings 
occur in the clinic in the presence 
of the doctor and with the sanction 
of the superintendent. Boys testi- 
fled that they were required to 
bend over, the doctor holding their 
heads between his lega while the 
“house father’ administered the 
specified number of lashes. 

Assistant Suggested. 

“This grand jury is not opposed 
to corporal punishment,” the re- 
port states, “if it is a last resort 
and is properly and dispassionate- 
ly administered, nor are we in- 
clined ¢o condemn the practice of 
holding the culprit on the theory 
that by so doing the danger of 
the boy being struck @n a part of 
his body that might cause injury, 
might be avoided.” 

It is suggested that an assistant 
be provided for the superintend- 
ent to have charge of the property, 
leaving the superintendent free for 
the care and training of the boys.

E. Frank, who shot Jullan Nite- 
meter, 12-year-old Boy Scout, mi¢- 
taken for a burglar, on the night 
of Dec. 1, is contained in the final 
report of the February grand jury.

Ellen Terry, Modjeska, Mary An- 
derson, Adelaide Neilson, Mrs. Pat- 
rick Campbell and Marion Terry 
are among those who received his 
stage-wooing. 

As an off-stage lover, the famous | 
actor centered his attention upon 
the beautiful Gertrude Elliott, sis- 
ter of Maxine Elliott, and she be- 
came his wife. 

Modjeska and Ellen Terry are 
spoken af by Forbes-Robertson in 
a manner which shows they espe- 
Cilally appealed to his fancy. 

Modijeska’s mastery of six lan- 
ruages and thorough knowledge of 
the literature of all of them, as well 
as her rare gifts as an actress, im- 
pressed the Romeo of 40 years ago. 
Their performance of Romeo and 
Juliet in a beautiful garden in 
Cornwall, he’ said, was the fore- 
runner of outdoor performances of 
classic plays which have become so 
popular throughout the world. 

He ranked Modjeska in the fore- 
front of the greatest actresses he 
haa seen.

Grand is the first opportunity for 
vehicles to turn out of the east and 
west streets. 

“If some street existed midway 
between Grand and Spring, much 
of the traffic now using Grand 
would be eliminated. This new 80- 
foot street is estimated to cost a 
million dollars. To widen Spring 
avenue over the same length and 
eliminate existing jogs would cost 
at least $650,000. Although this 
improvement of Spring avenue 
would undoubtedly benefit prop- 
erty nearby and accommodate ad- 
ditional traffic, it is too far re- 
moved from Grand to provide the 
relief necessary. Such relief can 
only be brought about by a reduc- 
tion of the length of the block 
west of Grand. With a new street 
between Grand and Spring, there 
would come a greater enhancement 
of property values because of the 
reduction of the length of the block. 


An additional circulation of traf- 
fic would result. 
Avoids New Structures. 

“In 1878 the problem of widening 
Grand boulevard to 100 feet was 
taken up by city officials. This 
was just two years after the west- 
ern city limitts was established, 
and it could have been widened for 
$5.000. It would cost $5,000,000 
today to widen Grand boulevard. 

“The line for the proposed relief 
street between Grand and Spring 
as now laid down, very fortunately 
avoids any new structures, thus 
keeping the cost to a minimum. 
The cost of this street will never 
be less than today, and if it is not 
done soon, large and expensive 
buildings may be erected, the re- 
moval of which would increase the 
cost and possibly make it prohibi- 
tive. 

‘The total cost of all the projeets 
in the Major Street Plan does not’ 


exceed $35,000,000. This is $5,000,- 
000 less than Pittsburg will spend 
on its downtown portion alone. Chi- 
cago is epending today $46,000,000 
on three projects which include 
Michigan avenue $16,000,000, 
Roosevelt road $10,000,000, and 
South Water street $20,000,000. Of 
this $35,000,000 the city’s share 1s 
$8,650,000. The balance would be 
borne by the benefited property.”

Department, effective at midnight 
Wednesday night, forbidding sale 
in Chicago of milk from dairy 
herds not tested for tubercular in- 
fection, the fight began before 
dawn when Health Commissioner 
Bundesen led a raid on a Chicago 
dairy and dumped into the gutter 
the allegedly impure contents of 
a number of milk cans. 


Owners of nontested herds re- 
taliated a few-.hours later, when 
70 of their pickets 
themselves on a highway near 
Virgil, weet of here, and halted 16 
drivers @@@pmging tested milk to the 
plant o@ the Liberty Dairy Co. 
there. -Forty cans of milk were 
polluted with kerosene before dep- 
uty sheriffs arrived and safeguard- 
ed remaining deliveries.

The indictments appear to have 
caused the withdrawals which .oc- 
casioned the bank’s closing. 

The bank was organized in 1907. 
Its last statement, issued Dec. 31 
last, before the withdrawals began, 
showed total resources of $207,446; 
deposits, $186,828; loans, $118,893, 
and no bills payable. The capital

BARBER SUPPLY FIRM RUINED | 


Bankrupt Chicago -Concern Says 
They Sell Supplies at Cost to 
Cover Up Illegal Operations. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 2.—Inability to 
dispose of nearly $75,000 worth of 
barber supplies because of the 
competition of bootleggers, who 
hide their real business in the 
guise of selling barber supplies, 
was set out in an involuntary bank- 
ruptcy petition by the James G. 
Barry Co., presented in Federal 
Court. 

As soon as the Volstead Act be- 
came law, the petition said, the 
number of dealers increased rapid- 
ly until they now number some 300.

Meals That Are Palatable 
and Nourishing. 


'T HERE has been a special ef- 


| fort to vary the breakfast 


fruit. Housekeepers will be 
‘surprised to see what a _ variety 
i'they can produce if they will get 
‘into the way of depending on high- 
igrade canned fruit. For example, 
the combination of stewed canned 
‘berries and apricots js unusual and 
‘very palatable. 


| In serving the fresh rhubarb it 
‘should be remembered that this 
‘fruit Is not to be given’ to chil- 
i dren. Even grownups with any 
‘digestive difficulty had best leave 
it alone as there is present an acid 
'which to anything but a healthy 
|'stomach may prove to be an irri- 
jtant. So potent is this acid that 
some diet authorities go so far as 
'to say that rhubarb should not be 
| used at all as a food. On the other 
‘hand, there are those who feel 
|that it is a most healthful spring 
|fruit. The point is to use it judi- 
'clously. Great care has. been 
taken to plan one day’s meals with 
the possibilities of the next in 
mind. 
on Monday is a sequel to the 
casserole of Sunday’s dinner.

We used to buy the most out- 
rageous humbugs, called “‘spices.’’ 
The ground spices of that time were 
mixtures of shells, fibrous § sub- 
stances, dirt and everything el<e 
except much of the real spice. To- 
day the food and health authorities 
and the manufacturers themselves 
are working together to make pos- 
sible a guarantee of purity in the 
spices On the market. ~ | 

The days of the wooden nutmeg 
have gone into history. But even 
now it is important to buy a stand- 
ard brand, especially of the grated 
variety. Wheat and cocanut shell 
have been pulverized to add profit 
to the mixture. 

It is a crime against humanity 
that under any circumstances such 
fradulent food practices should be 
indulged in for the sake of a little 
profit. I am glad to say such 
methods are run upon very seldom 
these - days. 

Do not hesitate to make reason- 
able use of the spices and condi- 
ments. Be temperate here as in 
everything—then you may safely 
indulge your taste.

WO or three of my doctor 
T friends are violently opposed 

to spices. They cannot say 
enough bitter things about thern. 
There certainly is plenty of spice 
in their criticisms. 

I never could see why anybody, 
especially a doctor, should get ex- 
cited over the use of ordinary con- 
diments. It may be the most com- 
mon of all, salt, t¢ overindulged in 
by a good many persons. The 
amount of spice in a given helping 
of food is so infinitesimal that I 
cannot see how any harm could be 
produced. 

Drugs which are given in tiny 
dowpes must be taken day after day 
to produce symptoms of poisoning. 
It is true that great hazards attend 
the industries where chemicals are 
used. By absorption through the 
skin or by inhalation, there isa 
never-ending bombardment of the 
body which may yield eventually. 

You can see that that is entirely 
different from the occasional use 
of this or that spice. You get a 
little allspice today and some cin- 
namon tomorrow and something 
else next wéek. I would not ap- 
prove the constant chewing of any 
spice. But as a flavoring sub-

The sec- 
ond step is just as easy to take, but 
it is undoubtedly true that 
fewer persons understand its im- 
portartes This second step con- 
sists In balancing the dietary so as 
to divide the energy represented 
by, let us say, the 2100 calories, 
into energy from protein, from 
carbohydrates and from fat. 


Roughly speaking we require 
from 10 to 15 per cent protein, from 
60 to 65 per cent carbohydrate and 
from 20 to 30 per cent fat. 

How shall we determine whether 
or not our calories are properly 


distributed ? 


Simple calculations of these per- 
centages, based on the 2100 calo- 
ries will give an approximate idea 
of the proper distribution, but we 
must first have something by which 
to check our calculations. 


If we bear in mind that roughly 
speaking, protein foods are meats, 
fish, milk, eggs and certain vege- 
tables, notably peas, beans and len- 
tils, we have a check for our first 
point, i. e., the number of protein 
calories. 

Again, carbohydrate foods are 
represented by cereals, breads, 
cakes, pastries and sugar and the. 
same simple mathematical test may 
be applied to our meals in this re- 
gard. 

Naturally one does not wish to 
earry about a pencil and notebooks 
for the purpose of calculating his 
calorie distribution, nor is thie de- 
sirable. A fatr conception of the 
mechanics of dletary malting will, 
however, malre ft at once more fn- 
teresting and more practical for 
one who desires to eat nenstbdly.

WIDE DIFFERENCE IN U $ TRADE 
BALANCE FOR EIGHT WEEKS 


Secretary Hoover Refuses to Pre- 
dict That Last Year’s Ratio 
Will Be Reached. 
WASHINGTON, April 
United States has four months left 
iin which to make up a wide differ- 
ence between its favorable ‘trade 
balances for this and the last fiscal 
year. 
Figures made public. by the 
Commercé Department the 
eight months ending with Febru- 


ary show the excess of exports 
over imports amounted to $328,- 
123.512, as against $878,456,423 for 
the same period last year. 

Explaining these figures, togeth- 
er with the excess of approximate- 
ly $55,000, 000 in January and Feb- 
ruary of imports over exports, Sec- 
retary Hoover said several factors 
must be considered, such as higher 
prices paid for imported rubber 
and a decline in exports of crude 
materials and crude foodstuffs, 
which alone fell off about $50,009,- 
600 in February, as compared with 
the same months last year. 

The secretary would not predict 
whether figures for March and the 
remainder of the fiscal year would 
show gains sufficient to bring the 
trade balance in this country’s fa- 
¢or up to last year’s figure. He 
reiterated, however, that the favor- 
able balance in merchandise would 
have to total $609.0Q90,000 or $700,- 
000,000 if the invisible balance rep- 
resenting tourists’ expenditures, 
emigrants’ remittances and other 
forms of American § investments 
abroad was to be offset.
